Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film poster 
entitled: 

Lesbian Taboo - Ultra Kinky #6 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick, Lesbian Taboo Ultra Kinky # 6, presents images which strongly degrade and 
dehumanise the persons presented, and words which degrade and dehumanise the persons 
presented and women in general. Naked female torso’s are depicted with their heads cropped from 
the photographs reducing the woman to body parts. The words on the slick support this 
representation by suggesting that women are potentially “waiting holes!”, and with their legs spread 
are, “just waiting to be used!”. Having watched this video recording it is suggested, “you’ll look at 
women in a whole new light!”. The inference degrades and demeans not only the persons 
presented on the slick, but women in general by suggesting that as a gender women are potentially 
little more than orifices to be filled. 

The Classification Office considers that under Reg28(3)(a) if the video slick were submitted under 
si3(1) of the FVPC Act it would be classified as objectionable because of the presentation of 
women in a dehumanised and degrading manner through pictorial depiction and by written 
statement. Under Reg28(3)(a), as the slick is considered likely to be classified under s23 of the 
FVPC Act as objectionable, the Classification Office finds that the video slick Lesbian Taboo Ultra 
Kinky #6 is not approved.
